Spring flowering bulbs are the 
easiest of-garden flowers to grow 
because 
nature 
has 
so 
well 
equipped them to endure the cold 
of winter, and bloom with the 
first spring warmth, before in­ 
sects and weeds have appeared. 
The bulb you plant contains 
food enough to develop its flow­ 
er, provided it is of flowering 
size. It not only endures winter, 
but requires a chill to make it 
flower. Tulips intended for grow­ 
ing 
in the far south, 
and 
in 
greenhouses, a:e given this chill 
in cold storage before planting. 
Growth must begin in the fall, 
because when the spring thaw 
comes they begin to bloom in 
weeks, some actually in days. 
Snowdrops appear as soon as 
frost leaxes the soil. Scillas and 
chionodoxas are a few days later. 
Crocuses, 
daffodils 
and 
tulips 
follow m due order, and togeth­ 
er they provide the dominant 
displays of the first three garden 
months. 
Many 
idpas 
about 
growing 
bulbs formerly held, have bgen 
discarded 
as 
a 
result 
of re­ 
search. 
One is that bulbs do 
not need plant food. 
While the 
bulb is a storehouse of food for 
the embryo within, experience 
has demohstiatcd that more vig­ 
orous growth and larger flow- 
eis will be produced if the soil is 
enriched 
by commercial plant 
food when the bulb« are planted. 
The greatest enemy of bulbs is 
dampness. 
To assist drainage 
it is sometimes the practice to 
put 
sand 
beneath 
each 
bulb. 
This is a usele«« measure. 
If 
you must plant in a spot where 
water stands long after it has 
drained from the rest of the 
garden, elevate a bed as high 
as necessary to Insure 
drain­ 
age. and plant your bulbs there. 
Depth of planting, 
in gener­ 
al, varies with the size of the

bulb, and the nature of the soil. 
In heavy soil most of the bulbs 
need not be planted so deeply 
as in sandy soil. 
In average soil, plant snow­ 
drops, scillas, chionodaxas, with 
three inches of soil above them. 
Grape 
hyacinths 
should 
have 
four inches of soil over them 
Most 
lilies 
should 
be 
planted 
with 4 to 6 inches of soil over 
them and hyacinths and narcissi 
need six inches covering. 
Tulips which are intended to 
be lifted from the ground each 
spring, 
and 
replanted 
in 
the 
fall, may be planted at the same 
depth as narcissi. But if they 
are not to be lifted, but left 
in the ground for several veais, 
deep planting, 10 or 12 inches 
down, is recommended. 
The reason for this deep plant­ 
ing is tliat it prevents the for­ 
mation of several small bulbs to 
replace the one you plant, bulbs 
too small to flower the following 
year. 
Deep 
planting 
concen­ 
trates the energy of the plant 
on the production of a flowering 
size 
replacement 
bulb 
each 
year. 
When bulbs are planted among 
other 
plants, 
holes 
should 
be 
dug with a trowel rather than 
a dibber. Place the bulb firm ly 
ih contact with the soil at the 
bottom, and fill around it so no 
air pockets are left. When plant­ 
ing in a clear space, the soil 
is removed to the depth desired, 
the bulbs set in place on the 
bottom, and soil filled in. 
Bulbs planted after mid Oc­ 
tober should always be covered 
with a heavy mulch to prevent 
the ground from freezing before 
root growth can begin. 
Bulbs 
which are frozen before growth 
starts may lie dorm ant or decay 
during the winter. A mulch will 
delay freezing and permit the 
necessary root growth.

First Bu» bs to Plant— 
Those That Flower Early 


Snowdrops Flower When the Last Snow Melts. 


The first bulbs to -et out in 
the fall are those that blossom 
eailiest in the spring. They nUist 
do most of their growing before 
the ground freezes in order to 
blossom so soon after it thaw s 
out. 
T here are no garden flowers 
which will 
grow 
and 
blossom 
while the soil is frtJzen. But the 
snowdrop 
comes 
close 
to 
d o ­ 
ing this. I t som eti m es blossoms 
in midwinter, during an u n s e a ­ 
sonable thaw. 
Like the h ardy crocuses, soiling 
and tulips, snowdrops come no» 
fr o m 
the 
arctic 
but 
from 
a 
semi-tropical area, Asia Minor 
Their wild species grow in high 
m o untain valleys where there is 
plenty 
of 
snow 
and 
freezing 
w e a th e r in winter, but hot su n ­ 
shine in s u m m e r. 
T heir Mowers a r e small white, 
boll shaped and later in the s e a ­ 
son would att ra ct little attention. 
But as the first sign of spring 
they give the spirits a lift, a t a 
tim e when they have no c o m p e ­ 
tition. 
If you ha v e trouble keeping 
snowdrop 
bulbs 
through 
more 
th a n 
one 
winter 
try 
planting 
th em in a moist, shady location, 
thr ee to four inches deep. 
Set 
the sm all bulbs fait 1 v close to­ 
g e th e r and if possible*select a 
p lace which can be seen from a 
Window. 
It m a y be too cold to 
stay 
long outdoors when they 
bloom. 
After the snowdrops come the 
scillas. 
They like a sunny place 
and multiply fr om dropped seed. 
T hey are m u c h earlier than the 
violets and a tr u e r blue. Chion- 
odnxas, 
called 
"glory 
of 
the 
snow," have blue flowers with 
white centers. They blossom with 
the scillas and also spread from 
sei'd. 
Crocuses 
follow 
next, 
with 
l a i g e r 
flowers 
in 
white, 
blue, 
yellow, 
and 
striped 
varieties. 
These should not be planted on 


a lawn. None of the fall bulbs 
should be planted where their 
foliage cannot be left uncut until 
it turn* yellow. 
If rut, a new 
bulb cannot d«'velop for the next 
y e a r ’s flowering. 
Of bulbs 
that produce large 
flo.weri the first to blossom are 
the daffodils. 
The eail iest tulips 
to flower arc the species v a ri e ­ 
ties, 
wild forms native in the 
n e a r East. The variety Red Em- 
peror, a bright red, is probably 
the largest of all tulips, as well 
as the eailiest to flower, blos­ 
soming at the sa m e time as the 
daffodils. 
Other species tulips, 
not quitb so early, are Kaufman- 
ma, 
which

c r e a m y 
white 
p«>taIs edged with carmine, and 
clusiana, or the *eandv stick’’ 
tulip, with red outer and white 
inner petals, which give a striped 
appearance. 
All 
early 
flowering 
bulbs 
should be 
planted as 
soon as

d i s t u r b i n g 
plants still in flower. 
Hyacinths are e arly flowering, 
blooming at the sa m e time as 
the daffodils. They bring to the 
spring gard e n the first pink flow­ 
ers, and also contribute several 
tones of blue which stand out 
in co ntrast to the prevailing yel­ 
low of the daffodils. F o r garden 
effect, what are known as bed­ 
ding size hyacinths are satisfac­ 
tory. Th«\v are good subjects for 
planting boxes. 
Bulbs should n e v e r be planted 
in porch and window boxes which 
aie exposed to eold air all around 
them du ri ng the winter.

Hal Boyle Says 
Amishman Claims Simple 
Life Has Its Advantages 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW HOLLAND. Pa. (jn—What 
would life be like if you owned no 
automobile, never drank a bever­ 
age stronger than water, never at­ 
tended a dance, movie or stage 
show, and lived in a house that had 
no electric lights, radio or televi­ 
sion set. 
“ My life is happy,’’ said Dave 
Huyard, who lives in this m anner. 
He is a 
well-to-do, 48-year-old 
farm er who wears a neatly trim ­ 
med beard and in good w eather 
likes to go about his acres bare­ 
footed. 
Huyard is an Amishman. a m em ­ 
ber of “ the plain people.’’ « re­ 
ligious sect whose m em bers are 
dedicated to simple living and a 
high standard of conduct. 
Although they cling to oki-fash- 
ianed ways—they usually take their 
children out of school at 14 to 
teach them farm and household 
work—the Amish are highly re­ 
garded by their more 
modern- 
minded neighbors. They are quiet, 
industrious, law-abiding and have 
practically no juvenile delinquency. 
The quaintly-garber Amishmen 
and boys w ear big - brim m ed black 
hats, girls and women w ear bon­ 
nets — are regarded by tourists 
to the Pennsylvania Dutch' Country 
with a m ixture of awe and am use­ 
ment. No m atter how odd the tour­ 
ists kxak them selves, how'ever, the 
Amish never laugh back. They are 
too courteous. 
To find out first hand about their 
wav of life I called on Huyard at 
the suggestion of a man he knew 
well. Huyard hesitated at first to 
speak, feeling he might 
appear 


j presumptious, but finally 
consen- 
j ted. He is a shy but selfconfident 
I and intelligent man who keeps in- 
| formed on world a fairs through 
; daily newspaper reading. 
“ We believe in the new testa- 


‘ mcnt and in doing justice to our- 
! selves and our neighbors,’’ he said 
slowly. “ We are against war and 
strife. We try to Mve an honest 
life according to the golden rule. 
There are not supposed to be any 
quarrels among us, but-’ — his 
gentle face relaxed in a rueful 
smile — “of course, difficulties 
sometime do arise. 
But they usually aren't decided 
in a law court. They are settled 
within the congregation. 
Few Amish become doctors, la wa­ 
vers. policemen or railroad con­ 
ductors, and none I talked to ever

“That is why we m ust buy land in 
other areas.’’ 
Although some Amish young men 
and women are being weaned away 
from old paths by the tem ptations 
of modern comforts, Huyard ex­ 
pressed the belief that the num ber 
of traditional or “old order” Amish 
is increasing steadily. 
There are settlem ents of the sect 
in Ohio, Iowa, Indiana, Maryland 
and Virginia. 
Huyard doesn’t feel the tenets of 
his religion require any, extraordi­ 
nary sacrifice and is surprised if 
anyone suggests they are unduly 
stern. 
“ As a rule we are happy,” he 
said mildly. “We are no less happy 
than people of any other religion. 
“ We plan for the future. We Mve 
on hopes and hard work. And we 
enjoy our life more than people 
who feel free to have anything in 
the world they please.”

If Correctly Planted

Spring flowering bulbs are the 
easiest of'garden flowers to grow 
because 
nature 
has 
so 
well 
equipped them to endure the cold 
of winter, and bloom with the 
first spring warmth, before in­ 
sects and weeds have appeared. 
The bulb you plant contains 
food enough to develop its dow­ 
er. provided it is of dowering 
size. It not only endures winter, 
but requires a chill to make it 
flower. Tulips intended for grow­ 
ing in 
the far south, 
and in 
greenhouses, a;e given this chill 
in cold storage before planting. 
Growth must begin in the fall, 
because when the spring thaw 
comes they begin to bloom in 
weeks, some actually in days. 
Snowdrops appear as soon as 
frost leaves the soil. Scillas and 
chiunodoxas are a few days later. 
Crocuses, 
daffodils 
and 
tulips 
follow m due order, and togeth­ 
er they provide the dominant 
displays of the first three garden 
months. 
Many 
ideas 
about 
growing 
bulbs formerly held, have bgen 
discarded 
as 
a 
result 
of re­ 
search. 
One is that bulbs do 
not need plant food. 
While the 
bulb is a storehouse of food for 
the embryo within, experience 
has demotistiated that more vig­ 
orous growth and larger flow­ 
ers will be produced if the soil is 
enriched 
by 
commercial plant 
food when the bulbs a:e planted. 
The greatest enemy of buibs is 
dampness. 
To 
assist 
drainage 
it is sometimes the practice to 
put

you must plant in a spot where 
water stands long after it has

the rest of the 
garden, elevate a bed as high

Spring flowering bulbs are the 
easiest of garden flowers to grow 
because 
nature 
has

equipped them to endure the cold 
of winter, and bloom with the 
first spring warmth, before in­ 
sects and weeds have appeared. 
The bulb you plant contains 
food enough to develop its flow­ 
er. provided it is of flowering 
size. It not only endures winter, 
but requires a chill to make it 
flower. Tulips intended for grow­ 
ing in the far south, 
and in 
greenhouses, are given this chill 
in cold storage before planting. 
Growth must begin in the fall, 
because when tile spring thaw 
comes they begin to bloom in 
weeks, some actually in days. 
Snowdrops appear as soon as 
frost lea\es the soil. Scillas and 
chionodoxas are a few days later. 
Crocuses, 
daffodils 
and 
tulips 
follow in due order, and togeth­ 
er they provide the dominant 
displays of the first three garden 
months.

Snowdrops Flower When the I.ast Snow Melts. 


Tile first bulbs to set out i n \ 
the fall are those that blossom 
earliest in the spring They must 
do most of their growing before 
the ground freezes in order to 
blossom so soon after it thaws 
out. 
There are no garden flowers 
which will grow and 
blossom 
while the soil is frozen. But the 
snowdrop 
comes 
close 
to do­ 
ing this. It sometim es blossoms 
in midwinter, during an unsea-1 
tunable thaw. 
Like the hardy crocuses, se Hits 
and tulips, snowdrops come not 
from the 
arctic 
but 
from 
a j 
semi-tropical area, Asia Minor 
Their wild species grow in high 
mountain valleys where there is 
plenty 
of 
snow 
and 
freezing 
w eather in winter, but hot sun­ 
shine in summer. 
Their flowers are small, white, 
boll shaped and later in the sea­ 
son would attract little attention. 
But as the first sign of spring 
they give the spirits a lift, at a 
tim e when they have no compe­ 
tition. 
lf you have trouble keeping 
snowdrop 
bulbs through more 
than 
one 
winter 
try 
planting 
them in a moist, shady location, 
three to four inches deep, 
Set 
the small bulbs fairly close to­ 
gether and if possible* select a 
place which can be seen from a 
window. 
It may be too cold to 
stay long outdoors when they 
bloom. 
After the snowdrops come the 
ceibas. They like a sunny place 
and multiply from dropped seed. 
They are much earlier than the 
violets and a truer blue. Chion- 
odnxas, 
called 
glory 
of 
the 
snow,” h.nve blue flowers with 
white centers. They blossom with 
the scillas and also spread from 
seed. 
Crocuses 
follow 
next, 
with 
la ig er flowers in white, 
blue, 
yellow', 
and 
striped 
varieties. 
These should not be planted on 


a lawn. None of the fall bulbs 
should be planted where their 
foliage cannot be left uncut until 
it turns yellow. If cut, a new 
bulb cannot develop for the next 
y ear’s flow'ering. 
Of bulbs that produce large 
flowers the first to blossom are 
the daffodils. 
The earliest tulips 
to flower are the species v arie­ 
ties. wild forms native in the 
near Fast. The variety Red F.m- 
peror, a bright red, is probably 
the largest of all tulips, as well 
as the earliest to flower, blos­ 
soming at the same time as the 
daffodils. 
Other species tulips, 
not quitb so early, are Kaufman- 
nia. which has cream y white 
petals edged with carmine, and 
clusiana. or the *candv stick” 
tulip, with red outer and white 
inner petals, which give a striped 
appeal ance. 
All 
early 
flowering 
bulbs 
should be planted as soon as 
practical 
without 
d i s t u r b i n g 
plants still in flower. 
Hyacinths are early flowering, 
blooming at the sam e time as 
the daffodils. They bring to the 
spring garden the first pink flow­ 
er*, and also contribute several 
tones of blue which stand out 
in contrast to tho prevailing yel­ 
low of the daffodils. For garden 
effect, what are known as bed­ 
ding size hyacinths are satisfac­ 
tory. They a ir good subjects for 
planting boxes. 
Bulbs should never be planted 
in porch and w indow boxes which 
are exposed to cold air all a round 
them during the winter. 
The 
boxes 
should be sunk in the 
ground 
and 
covered 
with 
a 
heavy mulch to protect thWm 
from the most severe tem pera­ 
tures. Another method Is to plant 
the 
bulbs in pots,

Everyone to a man, has said 
it did not make too much differ­ 
ence to them where it was located 
so long as the city did not go out 
and spent 30 or 40 thousand dol­ 
lars for a site, and as I understand 
the legal setup on this site, if and 
when this property is turned over 
for commercial ifce the legal heirs 
are entitled to one-fourth of pur­ 
chase price. Not knowing too much 
about the valuation of said prop­ 
erty, I would not attempt to place 
a price on it. But we all know it 
is valuable and I would dare say 
that one-fourth of this would cost 
the city 30 or 40 thousand dol­ 
lars. Of course, we have no parks 
in the city available for outings, 
picnics, etc., but Malone Park is 
the only one we have that can 
accommodate a sizable public ga­ 
thering, also is very centric to 
the city, and could be more so 
with floral gardens located there, 
so, for these reasons, I would not 
prefer this site a suitable loca­ 
tion. 
Second, let us discuss lots on

Third in line, is the Old Mill 
Building site, out at the switch

would jar the mortar out of Sol­ 
omon’s Tenant*. I ana sure ff it 
was located at this site, that our 
grandduhjftn would wonder just 
what Grandpa was thinking when 
he chose this site for our modern 
city hall. 
Now if we needed a first class 
calaboose I would suggest that 
we build it there. 
Now you as a citizen, know as 
well as I that you would feel 
juM a little embarrassed to take 
relatives and friends of nearby 
towns on a tour of our city and 
after crossing two or three rail­ 
road tracks and up a narrow street 
and around behind the

Now to the last and most suit­ 
able place, in my opinion, is the 
east side of Armory Park. It be­ 
longs to the city, eliminating all 
cost of lot.

street is wide but not yet paved. 
There is ample shade to 
sur­ 
round the building, it is quirt and 
very scenic, our Arm ory Building, 
one of the nicest in the country, 
o copies the west side of the park 
and it seems to me that a City 
H all ann an Armory Building are 
more ak ii. than a church house 
or a railroad yard. 
Also this lot is centrally locat­ 
ed so far as the east and west 
boundaries of the city arc con­ 
cerned.

Life Has Its Advantages

What 
would life be like if you owned no 
automobile, never drank a bever­ 
age stronger than water, never at­ 
tended a dance, movie or stage 
show, and lived in a house that had 
no electric lights, radio or televi­ 
sion set. 
“My life is happy,’’ said Dave 
Huyard. who lives in this manner. 
He is a 
well-to-do, 48-year-old 
farm er who wears a neatly trim ­ 
med beard and in good weather 
likes to go about his acres bare­ 
footed. 
Huyard is an Amishman. a m em ­ 
ber of “ the plain people.” -a re­ 
ligious sect whose members are 
dedicated to simple living and a 
high standard of conduct. 
Although they cling to oki-fash- 
ianed ways—they usually take their 
children out of school at 14 to 
teach them farm and household 
work—the Amish are highly re­ 
garded by their more 
modern- 
minded neighbors. They are quiet, 
industrious, law-abiding and have 
practically no juvenile delinquency. 
The quaintly-garber Amishmen 
and boys wear big - brimmed black 
hats, girls and women wear bon­ 
nets — are regarded by tourists 
to the Pennsylvania Dutch' Country 
with a mixture of awe and amuse­ 
ment. No m atter how odd the tour­ 
ists kxik themselves, however, the 
Amish never laugh back. They are 
too courteous. 
To find out first hand about their 
way of life I called on Huyard at 
the suggestion of a man he knew 
well.

Pa. uTi—What 
would life be like if you owned no 
automobile, never drank a bever­ 
age stronger than w ater, never at­ 
tended. a dance, movie or stage 
show, and kved in a house that had 
no electric lights, radio or televi­ 
sion set. 
“ My life is happy,” said Dave 
Huyard, who lives in this m anner. 
He is a 
well-to-do. 48-year-old 
farm er who wears a neatly trim ­ 
med beard and in good weather 
likes to go about his acres bare­ 
footed. 
Huyard is an Amishman. a mem ­ 
ber of “ the plain people,” « re­ 
ligious sect whose m em bers are 
dedicated to simple living and a 
high standard of conduct. 
Although they cling to old-fash- ductors. and none I talked to ever 
ianed ways—they usually take their 
children out of school at 14 to 
teach them farm and household 
work—the Amish are highly re­ 
garded by their m ore 
modern- 
minded neighbors. They arc quiet, 
industrious, law-abiding and have 
practicaUy no juvenile delinquency. 
The quaintly-garber Amishmen 
and boys wear big - brim m ed black 
hats, girls and women w ear bon­ 
nets — are regarded by tourists 
to the Pennsylvania Dutch' Country 
with a m ixture of awe and am use­ 
ment.
